Beiog uot over bleseed with the lucre of
this world, e was unable to boy auother span
of horses, and therefore mnde use of & yoke of
oxen to ascomplish the work. Accordingly the
dawn of Tuceday last found the worthy farmer
and his som once more follawiog the plough,
this time with fear and trembling. The
work progregsed without interruption or
incident of mnole unlil towards even-
ing, when, at the solicitution of the
younger man, who, like ail of his age, was foud
of venturivg upon dangerous ground, Mr,
Glenn commenced to ploogh the ground, *“‘just
a litle ways up,” as his son desired, He had
reacon to rue his temerity, for scarcely had the
oxen renched the vichlty of the cavity when
they #unk lnstaptly juto the ground, up to their

The Multitude,

Wasmnaron, March 4.—Notwithstanding the
disagreeable coundition of the weather, the ave-
nues and streets were crowned soon after day-
light. The regiment of Philadelpbia firemen
arrived (his morning at 4 o'clock, while the
House was still ln session, and a resolution was
passed allowing them to sleep in the hall of the
house all night. They were on the avenue
among the first this morning, and their bright
red uniform atirac'ed much attention.

The Hendgquarters,

The greatest crowd was at General Grant's
headguariers, where & muititude assembled for
the purpose of gettivg a glimpsoe of the Presi-
dent-elect. He reached beadquarters about
half-past nlne o'clock, where the 6th Cavalry
wad drawn up to recelve him, The military
rendezvoused in the lmmediate vieinity of the
headquarters, and presented a fine appearanoe,

The Retiring President’'s Escort.

Al half past 10 an escort of United Btates
troops, under Colonel Wallace, formed in Penn
sylvania avenue, facing the Presidential Man-
gion, to recelve sand escort President Johnson
and President and Vige-President elect. ©ar-
riages were provided for them and their suites,
Then came the Committee of Arrangements of
the Beoate and House In carriages, followed by
the 12th Infantry, preceded by a band of that
regiment, the 44th Infantry, and United States
marines, together with a battery of artillery.

The FProecession

then formed in the order previously fixed upon,
and moved down Pennsylvanin avenue Lowards
the Capito). The crowd in the strects was so
great that it was with diffloulty they could be
kept clear. The windows of the houses and
stores und roofs of houses were filled with men,
women, and children, No such spectacle has
ever been witnessed at any previous insugura’
tion.

The Way to the Caplial Thronged.

At an early hour this morning the route slong
which the procession of escortis to pass was
thronged with 2 multitnde of people who avalled
themgeelves ol every position presenting tleelf,
in doorways and on balconies and porticoes,
from which a view of the parade cun be ob.
tained. The long eranite portico of the Ires-
sury Department froating on Thirteenth street
was early occupled by those ambiilons Lo secare
& fine position for & bird's eye view.

The Throng Increases,

Later In the morning every window along the
route was oscupled by crowds of spectators, the
maujority of them being ladies, Flags and
streamers and mottoes decorate the hoe of pro-
cession, and the general joy of the occasion 1s
manifested In the elaborate preparations made
everywhere in hooor of the eveniful day, und
the hearty plaudits of the surging multitude,
Arrival of General Grant's Body Guard,

The frst appearance of troops al hesdquarters
this moruing was Compsny K, of the 6th United
Blates Cavalry, General Grant’s body guard,

under commind of Brevet Lieutcnant-Colonel
Mason., They were headed by their regimental
band, and all well mounted and foely equlppe |,
They drew up in line in front of headquariers,
Gen. Grant Renches His Headguarters,

Shortly sfter 7 o’clock Gederul Grant arrived
in his cafrisge, & fine open pheton, accom-
panied by General Ruwling, of his staff, and
immediately proceeded Lo his office, the cavalry
band dlecoursing lively music on his arrival,
(éneral Grant was attired in cltizen’s doess,

A German Greeling to General Grant,

Directly after Generul Grant reached his office

The Jam About the Capltol,

While the procession was forming, and In
deed, before daylight, the curlicst of the many
orgnulzations who were to tuke partin it had
reached the varions points of rendezvous, Ao
enormous crowd of pedestrians had pushed
past the counter current setting towards the
White Hoose, avd made thelr way nearly to
the emirance of the Capitol, Lines of soldiera
and polleemen, however, wero stationad & cou:
siderable distanve from the varions doors and
approaches, snd formed an lopassable barrier
to oll except the comparatively few—aYout
W00—whose officlal poeltion or acquiintance
with the dispensing powers had procured them
checks of admission.

Belore 10 o'elock the corridore nod stalcwavs
of the Senate wing were literally mamed with

PRESIDENT GRANT'S INAVGURATL AD-
DRESS TO THE PEOPLE OF THE
UNITED STrATESN.

Crrizens or 108 Unitep Srares:
Your suflrage having elevated me Lo the office
of President of the Unlted Buates, [ have, lu
conformity with the Coustitution of our coun
iry, taken the onth of office prescribed therein
I bave taken this oath without mentul reserva.
tion, and with the determination to do, to the
best of my ability, all that It requires of nie
The responsibilities of the position I feel, bat
accept them without fear.
The office has come to me unsought. I com-
mence its daties untrammelled. I bring to it a
conscientious desire and determination lo 4l)]
it to the best of my ability, to the satisfaction
of the people. On all the leading questions
ngitating the public mind I will always express
my views lo Congress, and ureze them according
10 my judgment, aud when I think 1t desicable
will exercise the constitutionsl privilege of in-
terposing & velo to defeat messures which [
oppose; but all laws will be falthlfully executed,
whether they meet my spproval or mnot, I
shall, on all subjects, have a policy to
recommend, but none to enforce against the
will of the people. Laws are te govern al!
alike, those opposed to as well as those who
tavor them. I kvow no method to secure the
repeal of bad or obnoxious laws so effective as
their stringent execution. The country having
just emerged from a great rebellion, many quoes-
t1ous will come before it for scttlement in the
next four yecars which precediog adminlstra-
frations have never had to deal with,
In meeting these it is desirable that they
should be approached calmly, without'prejudices
bate, or sectional pride, remembering that the
greatast good to the greaslest number isthe
objeot to be attained, This requires secarity of
person and property and free religlious and
political opiniens in every part of our common
country, without regard to loeal prejudice, and
all laws to secure these ends will receive my
best effurts for enforcement.
A great debt has been contracted im secaring
to us and our posterily the Unlon. The pay-
ment of this principal and interest, as well as
the return to a specle basis as soon us it can be
necomplished, without material Jetriment to
the debtor olase or the conatlry at large, must
be provided for.
To protect the national honor, every dollar ot
Government Indebtedness should ba paid in
gold, unless otherwlse expressly stipulated iu
the contract.
Let it be understood that no repudlator of
one farthing of our public debt will be trusted
in public places, aud it will go far tewards
sirengthening a credit which ought to be the
best in the world, and it will ultimately enable
us to replace the debt with bouds bearing less
interest than we now puy.
To this would be added a faithful coullection
of the revenue; & strict accountability to the
treasury for overy dollar collected, and the
greatest practicable retrenchment in the ex-
penditares in every department of the Govera-
ment. When we compare the paying capacity
of the country now, with the ten States
still in poverty from the effects of war,
bat  soon to emerge, I trust, into
grealer proaperity than ever before, with its
paying capscity twenty-five years age, and cal.
